HCKCUBACK."— It la, very curious Hint their 
experience tells so little among theatrical peo- 
ple in their calculation of the probable success 
of a new pleco ; perhaps It may be said tliat 
they cannot positively foresee the cued each 
actor or actress may produce with certain 
parts ; but glren the best possible represeiita- 
t on of the piece, the precise temper of the par 
tlctilar audience wlio decide Its fate on the 
first night of representation Is always an un- 
known quantity in the calculation, and no tech- 
nical experience over seems to arrive at any- 
thing like even approximate certainty with re- 
gard to that. I felt pei feclly sine of the suc- 
cess of'ihe Hunchback," but I think that 
was precisely because of iny want of theatrical 
experience, which left mo rather in the position 
of one of (he public than one of the players, and 
there was much grave head-shaking over it, es- 
pecially on the part of one excellent stazo 
manager, Mr. Hartley, who was exceedingly 
faint-hearted about the experiment.

Ten years ago, when an of- 
ficer on half-pay, the Turkish Navy, being in a 
deplorable condition through corruption, poverty 
and want of discipline, ths Sultan offered Cap- 
tain Hobert a large salary and honorable cmol- 
nmenls lo accept a position In the Turkish 
Nuvy, with the rank of Pasha. This offer was 
accepted. Hobart Pasha assisted ihe Turks in 
pulling down Ihe Crelan Insurrection, and In 
1808 his name was stricken from the list of the 
English Navy. He petitioned for restoralion 
in vain, but five years later the conservative 
ministry restored bis rank and half-pay, two 
thousand dollars a year. Tnis rank he now 
holds in the English Navy, while officiating 
as full admiral in Ihe navy of the Sublime Porto. 
Since his promotion to this position the Turkish 
fleet has Increased to one hundred steamers of 
which twenty are ironclad. Most of thorn 
were built in England aud France. Some cf 
them are noted for their sliced and weight. The 
whole fleet is manned by forty thousand sail- 
ors and marines. Captain Hobart made him- 
self conspicuous for the moment the other day 
by running tbe Russian blockade in tbe Dan- 
ube and escaping unhairaed to the Black Seal 
He is likely to occupy a prominent place iu tlie 
annals of the war.

MOCKNINO IN FKANCE.—As regards mourn- 


ing, the French are far more sensible than we 
are. The rules of bowed shutters, and of wool 
and crape habiliments of the outer darkness, 
donned for an indefinite length of time, would 
appear absurd to this peculiarly intelligent na- 
tion. Their rules on this head are extremely 
precise, each shade and style of mourning be- 
ing severely legulaled. A widow must wear 
mourning for two years. She must wear black 
woolen stuffs, with collar, cuffs and veil of 
crape, for one year; she must not creper or 
friz her hair, aud she must wear a cap in the 
house during that period. At tbe end of one 
year she can 
wear black silk Iriinmed wilh 


black lace ; this not very oppressive costume is 
<te rigeur for six months. 
During tho follow- 


ing six month, all shades of violet, gray, and 
lilac, are permissible, after which, her two 
years' mourning having expired, she can dress 
as she pleases. Tbe mourning for a parent or 
a child is to be worn for one year: six months 
of crape aud bombazine, three months of black 
silk and lace, and three mouths of grays and 
purple. For a grand-parent the rule Is six 
months, and lor a brother or a sister four 
months, the half of which period only is to be 


in black stuff and crape. "In deep 


mourning it is not considered proper to wear 
kid gloves, cloth being considered appropriate ; 
nor is any ornament, even of dulled Jet or of 
Berlin Iron admissible. 
When the head of a 


family dies, the servants are put in mourning 
as well as the relatives. Each servant receives 
from the heirs two complete toilets, one for 
every dar wear and cne for Sundays.

Salmon Fishing-. 


From one of George Dawson's fascinating 


etters we take the following:— 


Our first camping ground was twelve miles 


"rom the mouth of the Oascapedia, and com- 
bined all tbe elements of plcluresqueness and 
grandeur—a verdant plain encircled by lofty 
mountains, only broken by a cleft of sufficient 
breadth to give egress to the crystal river, 


hose leaping waters filled our camp with per- 


petual melody. Our guides seemed equally ex- 
pert with paddle and setting pole, and all, with 
a single exception, could gaff his fish at tbe 
•ight moment and with mathematical precision, 
If they occasionally missed, and, by a false 
stroke, lost tlieii prize, it is only what some 
times happens to the best and wisest in every 
departmenl of life. What a " raree show " for 
an admiring world would be that man who bad 
never blundered! Skill in gaffing isconsidered 
the highest accomplishment of an Indian guide. 
I have seen feats of skill by gaffers which were 
marvellous In their lightning-like rapidity and 
magical dexterity. The Indian is at no time 
so wholly an Indian as when, with flashing eye 
and distended nostril—with every nerve strung 
for the work before him, and with attitude as 
fixed and immovable as a marble statue—he 
is awaiting an oppoiiunity lo gaiT his fish. It 
is the poise of the eagle awaiting his auspi- 
cious moment to dash upon his selected vic- 
tim ; the crouching of the lion ready to leap 
upon his prey. No angler's gallery is perfect 
without a picture of an Indian gafler thus pre- 
pared to stnke. Each canoe has two guides. 
Both are necessary to propel the frail craft over 
the impetuous rapids which are met with in 
every salmon liver; and they are equally ne- 
cessary in guiding the canoe down the rapids 
which are generally boiling caldrons, full o: 
rocks and whirlpools and treacherous currents 
llunnina;, as these rapids often do, ten or fif- 
teen miles an hour, contact with a rock 
is full of peril. But this seldom happens, 
remember but a single instance, and that was 
ilia rpinlt of overloading, rather than the lack 
of skill or judgment in tlie canoe men. 


Two hours of steady pulling brought us to. 


our camp, where we found several fisheis who 
had been awaiting oar coming to strike tbeir 
tents and leave the river. 


As is tbe manner of all true anglers, our un- 


known friends gave us a hearty welcome. 
Tbeir spacious board was loaded with every 
coveted delicacy—freshly caught and artistical- 
ly cooked salmon constituting of course the 
chief and most palatable dish. And salmon 
only reveal tbeir unapproachable delicacy when, 
thus served. If the fastidious gourmand is 
rendered happy by such stale specimens of the 
delicious fish as he has served up to him a 
thousand miles from where' they are caught, 
into what spasms of ecslacy would be be 
thiown' by partaking of tbe delicate morsel 
while the golden flakes still retain their full and 
luscious flavor? Such golden flakes melted 
upon our palates on this occasion; and it no 
sparkling wines were brought forward to crown 
the feast, we found a better substitute in an 
abundant Supply of excellent coffee, far more 
acceptable to our taste than would have been 
tbe "fablo'd nectar of the gods." 


Aftei a hasty adieu aud a volume of good 


wishes, we were left the sole occupants of 
about fifty miles of as splendid salmon waters 
as ever kissed the fly of a jolly angler. 
Camp 


life, in pleasant weather, with agreeable com- 
panions and passable sport, is to the anglei the 
very perfection of enjoyment. 
Ue coveti noth- 


ing so much as these periodical lespites from 
rasping care and social conventionalities. They 
are full of sunshiue in their realisation, and 
they remain a pleasant memory forever. It 
took but a few-hours to pilch our tents, to ex- 
temporize a dining hall and kitchen, and to 
settle down to the solid comfort and enjoy- 
ment coveted by those whose simple tastes lead 
them to these quiet places. 


'rheie are, popularly, eironeous ideas enter- 


tained ofthe comforts and discomforts of camp 
life. These fdeas have been foi the most part 
derived from real or imaginary pictures painted 
by novices in wood-craft. One may be quite 
as comfortable in a baik or log shanty, or under 
a canvas ten!, as in a well appointed hostelry. 
It only requires a knowledge of what Is essen- 
tial to comfort and the experience necessary to 
apply this knowledge practically. 


To " rough it'.' doe« not necessarily imply 


wet feet, damp clothing, a hard bed, insuffi- 
cient corering, a leaky tent, bard tack and stale 
bacon. These are all available to those who 
prefer them*, and the chances aie-ten to one 
thst yon will have them all until you learn that 
none of them are ejtbor necessary or desirable. 
If you cannot procure what I found lo be un- 
procurable (water proof leather boots), a pair 
>f thick rubber shoes for wet days and damp 
)laces will keep your feet dry. With a rubber 


t and leggings, except in a drenching tern- 


pee*, »«t. ™>«a ornur no damp clothing, 
A 


jiece of heavy canvas, with open seams, tuTougu 
which to pass youi extemporized stietcheis, 
will give you a spring bed, which, with aro- 
matic balsam boughs for a mattress and plenty 
of blankets to keep you warm, makes as com- 
'ortable a couch as you can buy of the upbols- 
teret. A leaky tent or shanty is an unneces- 
sary nu|»ance; while, by using a little fore- 
thought, your cilteVo may be as palatable and 
healthful as an epicure could desire. }t all dp- 
sends upon one's own skill and knowledge— 
ind these, like all wisdom, are only acquired 
oy expei ience. 


Nor is it necessary to rendei youiself ridicu- 


lous by transpoi ting a caiUoad of luggage. A 
large sack, which any one can shoulder, wili hold 
your A lent, your bedding and all your louqh 
gainien(,s. Two or three moderate sized pack- 
ages wi)l cover youi necessary provender for 
an oidinary trip, anil your tackling is easily 
portable.

river is as conclusive as a sonorous bray lhat a 
doukey is in the neighborhood. Vet those are 
at times seen, ordinarily accompanied by a 
biped decked of}" in long boots, velvet pants and 
jacket, a jaunty bat bedizened with gaudy flies, 
and a bod> belt ornamented with bowie knife 
and pistols, as if be'expected at every turn to 
encounter herds of wild cats, or a whole tribe 
of bjopd-thirsty Indians anxious for his pie- 
cious scalp. All anglers |u their wanderings 
have encountered such comical eoaknoya. they 
are generally harmless, however, catching but 
few fish aud killing too little game to material- 
ly affect lue supply.

I owo to them, however, tbe pleasant recollec- 
tion of many weeks of delightful solitude and 
lepose amid unfiequented lakes and streamlets. 
So I forgive them—glad, nevertheless, to be 
able here, upon Ihe far-off Cascapedia, to feast 
upon tbe magnificent scenery which every- 
where meets the eye and gladdens the spu it, 
without fear of molestation from cockney in- 
truders.

Bat Ibis exaggerated love 
of isolation—of perpetual sepaiatiou from their 
kind—is simply proof of a morbid and dis- 
torted condition ofthe mind, which is neither 
tq' be commended, admired or imitated.

would ba as untruthful and unjust to associate 
the angler who wets, temporarily, for repose 
and recreation, the solitudes ofthe forest, wim 
these uncouth, unlettered and unkempt trappers, 
as it would be to proclaim all angiin^ 
because professional" pot hunters," who' are 
alike indifferent to times And seasons and the 
processes by which they achieve results, engage 
in it. 


Nor must it be infei-ed that isolation is the 


fixed status of tbe angler. In no class ol men 
is the social element more fully developed. 
To have this demonstrated it is-only necessary 
to yisit the camp-fire after the sports of the day 
are over, John Wilson's Nodes Anibroxiana 
and Dies Borealis; or Christopher vnder 
Camus, are no mere fictions. His unapproach- 
able dialogues have their counterpart under 
many another canvas in our own primitive for- 
ests. They may not be marked by the pro- 
found philosophy, f tender pathos, or glowing 
imagery which l;ave given these a foremost 
place among the classics of the century ; but 
they are kindred in tpne and spirit, and often 
approach them in all ,"-- "—J —-""

Our first morning in camp was cloudless and 


In due time there came up from, tbe 
camp jko first Ibe odor of broiled Salman, 
mingled with tbe aroma • of - slowly distil- 
ling mocha, whetting ibe aliaady keen appi- 
tita for. the morning mual In rapid preparation, 
and when served tbe judgo held up bis _crq(,(|i 
in speecbjssl,thanksgiving fiqjgvcn *"li}*c(oas 
repast amidst such gorgeous surroundings. Ttje 
first business in order was tbe allotment of 
•pools. ,There_ar« tbree.withirKasv distance of 
the camp. Each:usually affords-inple sport, 
but one of them is more coveted ihai " 
others because It uniformly abounds' In I 


Ish. As the Judge bad never taken a salmon, 
this pool was awarded him by unanimous con- 
sent—a striking illustration of the self-sacri-- 
Being courtesy which distinguishes all the true 
disciples of the gentle art. For, be It understood 
it is uo mean proof of magnanimity to voluntarily 
surrender to another tbe best place to fish. The 
Judge appreciated the well-meant compliment 
and gave due expression to the feelinz of grati- 
tude which this "offering of friendship" excited 
In bis "manly bosom." 
- 


His first casts were made with becoming' 


caution—as if feeling his way for the open 
joints in the harness of a crafty witness. He 
was too wise an angler to diop his fly into tbe 
centre of the pool abruptly. Like a wary gen- 
eral, he worked his way to the beartof the cita- 
del by "gradual approaches." A novice would 
have charged him with undue timidity, just as 
impatient lookers-on sometimes accused him of 
irrelevancy when cautiously drawing tbe net of 
his irresistible logic around his bewildered vic- 
tim in the witness-box, during that famous 
Brooklyn combat of intellectual giants. He 
knew what he v,as about then; he knows what 
he is about now. He was too wise a lawyer to 
thwart himself by inordinate haste, and be was 
too skilful an angler to hazard success by un- 
due precipitancy. Foot by foot his casts were 
lengthened, and swept gracefully across the 
current of the pool. Foot by foot he worked 
his way to the objective point, where rested 
what he coveled more than the verdict of judge 
or jury. And now, at last, the fly drops gently 
upon the glistening surface of the dark water, 
just at the point desired, when there followed 
a rush and strike, and a momentary pause, as 
if fish anil fisher were alike astonished, and 
theu click, whiz, wbi-r-r went the reel, as if 
harnessed to" a lightning train, witli a thunder- 
bolt for a locomotive. Away went tbe fish with 
200 feet of hue, but slopping at that distance as 
suddenly as if arrested by a peremptory order of 
the court. Then came the tug of war; first 
to hold him—that required muscle; then to 
bear with turn while be sulked—Ibat required 
palience. The Judge had both, and both were 
brought into skilful requisition. For ten min- 
utes not a fin stirred; but tbe taut line, as it 
resisted tbe combined pressure of Ihe cuiretit 
aud tbe fish, thrummed like an [cohan harp, 
and made every nerve tingle with delight. As 
became tbe watchful angler that he is, tbe eyps 
of the Judge were immovably fixed upon his 
line as it stretched eut straight before him. He 
believed Ihe fisb near the opposite bank in a 
direct line with his rod, and he was looking iu- 
Seolly for some sign of life from the spot where 
he supposed the hsu was sulking, when click I 
click! whiz-z-z-z again went tha reel, and a 
liuge fish leaped his whole length out of water 
a hnndtod feet above him. " Hello," said tho 
Judge, " there's another fellow 1" " No, that's 
your fish," said the Indian gaffer. 
Blazes 1 you 


don't say so? What's he doing there ? He's 
not within a hundred feet of my line." " It's 
your fish, sir. The swift cunent makes youi 
line bend like the new moon." And this was 
the fact; but tbe illusion was so peifect lhat it 
required several like experiences to convince 
him that his Indian galfer was not " fooling 
him" on that occasion. 


After an houi's struggje, and wilb. a skill an<! 


judgment which excited Ihe admiration of al 
who witnessed tbe battle, the fish was killed 
and captured. When he kicked the beam al 
the twenty-eight pound notch the Judge was a 
proud and a happy man. There ar$ many 
things he will forget as old Time weaves silver 
threads ainid his auburn locks, but be wil 
never forget his astonishment when that n»r 
showed himself 100 feet from the point where 
he was intently watching him. 


The next day Dun was awarded the Judge's 


pool and had his usual iuck—making a larger 
score than any of us, and breaking more rods; 
not because he had less general skill, but be- 
cause he oould not receive a challenge fiom a 
fish without returning an impetuous "sti ike' 
One may " sti ike" too soon as well as too late 
In angling, as in everything else, there is a 
"happy mean"—just tlie right mode and mo- 
ment to strike your fish without imperiling 
your tackling or tearing the hoolc fiom his 
mouth. To invariably compass this rijiht mo- 
ment requires steadier nerve, greater forbear- 
ance, and a nicer appreciation of time and op- 
portunity than falls to the lot of most anglers, 
A few have the gift; but it only comes to 6k 
ti out-fishers after uuicli practice and many dis- 
comfitures. 


Our friend had been casting half a hour at 
a gay gainbolier" whose special vocation 


seemed to be to leap at nothing and keep just a 
tail's length from the hue that was sent to'biin 
His disportiugs pioved his agility but wereprn- 
vokingly tantalizing ; aud Dun wasjust ieady 
to give him up as " a hopeless case" when he 
made a dash foi the fly and was astonished to 
(ind 
himself hooked. With a rush and a leap, 


which eclipsed all bis previous demonstrations 
he started lor the oppoike shore, as if in a 
hurry to deliver some message be bad foi gotten 
It was just tbe last place in the neighborbooi 
of Hie pool one cared to have tua fish take to 
for it was full of'Jagged locks, and hiddun boul- 
ders. Aware of this, Dim instantly did bis Ires 
to bring him back into opeu watei ; but after a 
a few desperate tugs, he was compelled, foi the 
time to give up Ihe effort, and permit him u 
O'lllr, fit>(.oo,>tii»£j, Jm!*iava.t n tl^wt Kua, mols 
ured with mathematical nicety, upon the suib 
born brute. Nothing more tires the patience 
of an angler. Salmon will sometimes sulk thus 
for hours, in seeming disiegaid and coutemp 
of any pressure you daie bring upon tlieui. Fo 
more than thuty minutes Dun sat 
" Like patience on a monument, smiling at grief' 
when he deemed it high tune to assume the ag 
gresiive. So lie ordered his canoe men to pad 
die cautiously loivard the '(objective point,' 
while he reeled up hjs 200 feet of|iney»ti 
every innsele ached with the pressure. 
He bai 


reached within fifty feet of his leader, but not 
tail wagged; thirty feet, but nothing was lei 
but the steady tension of the quivenng hue 
ten feet, the same. All n as still and motioules 
as the old granite bowlder which looked dowr 
upon the dark \caters arnld who^e ecld.vi«g cur 
rents leader and fly were hic|den from vision 
Anglei and gaffer were alike perplexed. S 
near a fish anil, no sign of, life! Nothing like 
in the annals of angling. "Slide your paridl 
down cautiously and start him," said Dun 
Down slid Ibe paddle, but nothing came of it 
" Try again ; but take care that he does no 
rush under the canoe." Down again went the 
paddle, when, mystery of mysteifes I it struc 
not the salmon, but the rock around which th 
salmon had - twisted the leader, broken loos 
from the fly, and so escaped, a wiser if not 
better fish, quite willing to fesume his game o 
leap-frog JQiig b,e|brp h|s, d|sappo|nle<| oapto 
Coi|ld reel in thp fifty-ton how)der at which he 
bad been tugging for more than thirty minutes

frivolous character that evening. We were

you know, O reader I the possibilities of a city 
back >ard? A buck yard, even, with dingy 
fences and undflMiable neighborhood? 
Do 


5mi know that ugliness and disagieeables can 
be planted out? That Viigiuia creeper and 
English ivy will tlnow a. gieen veil ol cliaiity 
ovei Ihe most hideous chimney-pots and hack 
view of buildings:' To be sine, shrubbery 
cannot U» planted to any great extent by rea- 
son of clothes-lines; but grape-vines can, and 
fi in! of various kinds of wpaf/rro. Tho hi«bost 
fences and the thickest sun minding houses 
may be laughed ioseoin in this style of culti- 
vation, and enterprising people have actually 
managed to take pi izes foi fni.t loised in this 
way. 
They were probably the kind who al- 


wajs find four leaved cloveis—perhaps sever- 
ieavedoncs; but t heir success, even if excep- 
tional, proves that there is more in backyards 
than is dreamed ol In ordinary philosophy. 


Although the mo st arrangements for a city 


gar0en is to begin iiith a bitckgiound ol'ivy on 
the fences, planted about two feet apart, nhile 
a grass plot might occupy the whole of the 
ground except a bolder betwce i two and four 
feet wide, accoiding to the space, am) with a 
due regard for clothes lines. 
This border 


should be planted with two or llnce continu- 
ous rows of well contrasted flowers up to the 
ivy background; but It should extend on lluee 
sides only. A large rustic vase might occupy 
the centre of the grass plot, with, perhaps, a 
smaller one on either side; and these should 
be filled with not more than two or three dif- 
ferent kinds of flowers. 


LADIES is Tin. UNIVERSITY.—The I.ev. 


Howard Crosby, aj'ropon of the opening of tho 
University of tho City of New Yoik to women, 
says that that inatlt r has been misunderstood. 
The institution has rather expressed its opinion 
than really established a women's department. 
He adBs :—" Wouii n have had no more diffi- 
culty than men in mistering linguistic, mathe- 
matical, scientific and philosophic tuith, and 
if the opinion has prevailed that such learned 
v. omen made poor wives, It is because, under 
tho pressure of socioty, hitherto only pushing 
n omen could attam these high ends. Bullet 
society be such that modest and retiring wo- 
men can equally achieve and excel in high studies, 
and we shall lose this false opinion about 
' blue-stockings.' We shall find tbat the truest 
examples of domestic happiness are when both 
husband and wife liave reached, by careful 
study, the higher j calms of thought, and have 
thus enlarged the field of their common pur- 
fiiits. We shall lind that the color of the 
stockings is not altered by any amount of 
thorough culture, and that feminine delicacy 
is but promoted by the sliaipeiiiog of the per- 
ceptive and disciimmating faculties." 


In lU; southern portion of Italy, goat's milk 


is very generally used by tho power classes, who 
cannot afford the milk of cowsi This kinci of 
milk is frequently" required also by wealthy 
people, as It Is said to bo efficacious in the cine 
of various diseases. Difficulties, however, often 
attend even tlie, pi ocnrlng of goat's milk, al- 
Ihongli the venders drive the little animals 
about from' door to door and deliver the article 
done up !a its original package. A case in point 
occurred where1 afitend of the writer's, desir- 
ing some goaV* milk for his sick child, directed 
that a goat should he. driven up each mornine 
three flights of stairs, and be milked at bis 
r-partrotnt iloor, in order to be safe from fraud. 
One morning a member of his family stepped 
suddenly Into the hall wbon the process of goat 
milking was going on, and her eye caught a 
glimpse of two streams of fluid gently flowing— 
one from the natural source and the oilier from 
.1 syringe partly hidden up the milkmaid's 
slee\e. It is hardly necessary to add that one 
stream was milk and the other a tolerably fair 
quality of water, both of which were harmon- 
iously commfnglin;;. '
